Description — Light Lavender Rose overlaid with Rose Purple 
Stripes radiating from a small throat blotch of the same 
color. Long flower head with up to 21 buds with 6 to 8 
open at one time. Blooms 41% to 434 inches, plain petals 
of excellent texture. Blooms in 80 to 85 days. 


Growing Habits — Tall grower with strong, straight, very long 
stems which never crook. Foliage upright and _ very 


healthy. Bulbs disease resistant. 


Propagation — Heavy bulblet producer which germinate prac- 
tically 100 per cent.

Very long 
flowerhead with up to 20 buds of which 8 will open at 
one time. Blooms 54% to 5% inches and of excellent 
texture. Blooms in 85 to 90 days. This variety is similar 
to Picardy but is a great improvement on it. 


A direct seedling, not a sport nor special strain. 


Growing Habits — Very tall grower with long, heavy stems 
that never crook. Foliage deep green and healthy. Robust 
im its-habits. 


Propagation — Heavy producer of bulblets which germinate 
very well. 


Madeleine Brown should be all that is desired of a 
gladiolus for any decorative purpose or as a winner on the 
show table. Stands heat exceptionally well.

Description — Picric Yellow, somewhat lighter toward the 
throat with no markings. Very long flowerhead with up 
to 24 buds of which 10 to 12 open at one time. Petals of 
excellent texture and frilled at the edges. Blooms 4% to 
434 inches. Blooms in 75 to 80 days. 


Growing Habits — Very tall grower with stiff, straight, long 
stems which never crook. Leaves long, upright and always 
healthy. It is a delight just to see this variety growing in 
the field or garden. 


Propagation — ‘This variety produces a fair number of bulb- 
lets, which germinate very well. 


Elizabeth Maier should be beautiful in the garden or any 
decorative purpose and a prize winner on the show table. 


I have used Elizabeth Maier extensively in my hybridizing 
since its fine coloring and many open dominate in its offspring.

(Detroit). 


Description — Large Decorative Cream overlaid Light Pink, 
lower petals blotched Wine with a wide Cream edge. 
Petals are some ruffled and of excellent texture. Place- 
ment always very good. Very long flowerhead with as 
many as 20 buds and with 6 to 7 open. Blooms 61 inches. 
Blooms in 80 to 85 days. 


Growing Habits — ‘Vall grower with medium heavy stems that 
are very strong and always straight. Foliage very broad, 
dark green and healthy. 


Propagation — Liberal in production of bulblets which ger- 
minate well without cracking. Produces exhibition spikes 
from large or medium size bulbs. 


Veronica Pfeiffer should be a valuable exhibition variety 
and as a cut flower. It is beautiful under artificial light.

Description — Heavily Ruffled Geranium Pink with a slight 
Cream tint on the lower petals. 16 to 18 buds with 
6 to 8 open. 5-inch blooms. Unusually heavy texture. 
Blooms in 75 to 80 days. 


Growing Habits — Medium tall grower with very strong stems. 
‘This variety is very robust in its growing and especially 
healthy. 


Propagation — Heavy producer of bulblets which germinate 
easily and well. 


Birminghm Beauty makes an especially desirable cut 
flower. ‘The heavy stem can supply the necessary nourishment 
so that it opens well right to the tip bloom. ‘The extra heavy 
texture gives it the outstanding keeping qualities needed by 
florists. ‘his is an outstanding cut flower variety since it 
produces marketable spikes from any size bulbs.

100 to 105 days. 


Growing Habits — ‘Lall erower with an always strong, straight 
see (have never seen a crook). Placement always cle- 
pendable. ‘This one can be bloomed late and will stand 
more frost than any other variety I have ever grown. 


Propagation — Heaviest producer of bulblets of any variety I 
know, bulbs are completely covered with bulblets at dig- 
ging time. And they germinate quickly and 100 per fend 
This characteristic has given me a good stock and thus 
the low introductory price. 


For one that opens as many at once the keeping qualities 
are excellent.
